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factory .45 Super cases, maximum loads 
should always be reduced at least 10% 
when changing cases. Even more impor- 
tantly, never mix .45 ACP and .45 Super 
cases! If a 45 Super load is put into the 
much weaker .45 ACP case, very unpleas- 
ant things will happen to the case, the gun 
and quite possibly the shooter. 

The two new .45 Super test-fire pistols 
received from Robar, Inc., and Spring- 
field, Inc., both had five-inch barrels and 
the requisite internal modifications; the 
Springfield gun additionally featured two 
banks of upward-jetting ports. Tested bal- 
listics of the .45 Super in the ported 
Springfield were quite close—within 
5%—of the factory-listed velocities. The 
185-gr. load stepped out at 1243 f.p.s. for 
633 ft.-lbs. of muzzle energy, while the 
165-gr. JHP attained 1332 f.p.s. and 648 
ft.-Ibs. Velocities were comparable in the 
Robar pistol, indicating that the 
Springfield’s porting system does not cost 
much in the way of velocity.

Shooting the .45 Super is rather simi- 
lar to shooting full-power 10 mm Auto 
loads; if anything, .45 Super pistols exhib- 
it slightly less perceived kick as the result 
of their heavier recoil springs and buffer 
systems. Muzzle jump and muzzle flash 
were both slightly more pronounced than 
with the .400 Cor-Bon, as well they should 
be, since the Super generates 50 to 100 
ft.-lbs. more energy at the muzzle. To 
moderate the .45 Super’s kick, the 
Springfield’s porting was effective, as 
would be Mag-Na-Porting or a Schue- 
mann Hybrid barrel. 

Like the 10 mm, the .45 Super gener- 
ates more recoil than all but the most 
experienced shooters can handle in a self- 
defense situation. For those able to con- 
trol it, however, the .45 Super provides a 
combination of bullet size and muzzle 
energy unmatched by any other M1911 
cartridge.
